Hengerle, 
whose friend disappeared after the fir- 
ing of the shots, staggered to a bench, 
and after sitting there a few minutes 
got up unaided and walked to the Roose- 
velt Hospital. Detective Clark of the 
East Sixty-seventh Street police station, | 
later interviewed Hengerle, who was 
able to give only a meagre description 
of the two strikebreakers.

counties to a Southern Parliament, the 
position of the Ulster Parliament would 
be unworkable. 

He does not believe the demands of 
Sinn Feiners would end there. He sees a 
fiood of lrish national sentiment creep- 
ing into his very citadel in Belfast if he 
yields any territory or any of the pow- 
ers which have been granted to him, 
powers which are already insufficient 
to enable the Belfast Parliament to func- 
tion properly. He will not compromise 
on any suggestion that the Ulster Par- 
lament shall still be given those wider 
and fuller powers which contem- 
plated in the act of 1920 if the Southern 
Parliament had been called into exist- 
ence, although this could be done with- 
out further legislation. ° 

‘This, I understand, is Sir James 
Craig’s position. He remains im- 
movably fixed within the entrenchments 
which the act gives him, and even if

“Crux of the Conference Is China.” 


The crux of the conference is China. 
The rectitude and sense of justice of the 
American Government have enabled 
China for the first time to state her 
case openly before the world and to de- 
mand the redress to which she is enti- 
tled. Like several other powers, China is 
well found in men and material for a 
presentment of her case and has good 
American counsel, like Mr. Robert Lans- 
It is to be hoped that 
she will be wise in her opening and 
make her points with moderation and 
without venom. It will be a strong 
case, and no power present will find its 
withers quite unwrung when all the 
facts have been presented. When we 
think of all the annexafsions, enforced 
leases, spheres of influence, concessions 
and so on that have been forced on 
China even since 1899, when Mr. Secre- 
tary Hay proclaimed the principle .of the 
open door, we stand amazed that the 
world should so long have permitted and 
even condoned such great injustice. 

A day of reckoning has come for us 
all, for, even if some Government may 
escape censure, its nationals who have 
been supported by their Government 
may not. But, on the other hand, these 
things go back to a period long ago, 
when more high-handed methods were 
the common vogue, and China’s weak- 
ness, bad faith, and crueltiés often de- 
served chastisement. We cannot un- 
scramble all the Chinese eggs, but we 
can see that there is no more scram- 
bling and renew in a more drastic and 
effective form the old principles of Mr. 
Hay. It will take some time to define 
what we mean by China, the open door? 
the integrity of China, her administra- 
tive integrity, the status of existing 
commitments, equality of commercial 
opportunity and so forth, while we have 
to settle some common principles. re- 
specting concessions, monopolies, prefer- 
ential economic privileges and railway 
rates, most of which things cannot 
scrape a bowing acquaintance with the 
principles of Mr. Hay, which we all ac- 
cepted at the time. 

Never was such a dirty Augean stable 
known to statecraft, and Mr. Secretary 
Hughes is the Hercules who proposes to 
cleanse it. Even when it is clean, we 
have to make China viable as a Gov- 
ernment by helping her with money and 
men to learn to govern herself again; 
and, if we cannot bring ourselves to

According to the information thus 
given to us, three guiding principles will 
dominate the American course of action. 
Firstly, the independence and the in- 
tegrity of China must be enforced, but 
some account must be taken of the 
Japanese need of expansion. _What!such 
words are intended to mean in practice 
is not clear. Secondly, in order to suc- 
reed in bringing about the much-ex- 
pected curtailment of naval armaments, 
it must be admitted that, dependent as 
she is on her overseas supplies, Britain 
must be conceded the enjoyment of: an 
important measure of maritime power. 
Thirdly, similarly, so as to limit the 
military armament throughout. Europe, 
the fears entertained by France about 
her future security must be allayed, not 
through any revival of the long-dead 
Tripatrtite Agreement, but possibly 
through the execution of the Versailles 
Treaty being made easier as a result of

BELIEVE BOYS SELL 
GUNS T0 CRIMINALS 


Arrest of Eight Youths for Car- 
rying Pistols May Explain 
Arming of Gunmen. 


GANGSTERS PAY $8 APIECE 


Two of Four, Brothers Say Third 
Shot Fourth After Quarrel 
In Card Game. 


Hight boys and young men were ar- 
raigned in the Gates Avenue Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday on charges of 
burglary and carrying firearms. Accord- 
ing to the police, the round-up of the 
gang clears up a number of recent bur- 
glaries and discloses one of the avenues 
through which criminals have been sup- 
plied with weapons. The police say that 
the gang stole pistols and revolvers and 
sold them to bandits. 

None of the prisoners was more than 
25 years old. One, only sixteen, was 
sent to the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and will be ar- 
raigned in the Children’s- Court this 
morning. The others were held without 
bail for examination on Wednesday. 

The police charge four of the gangsters 
with the theft of thirty-six automatic 
pistols from a sporting goods store at 
914 Broadway, Brooklyn, on Oct. 30, 
and $1,500 in cash and $1,000 in jewelry 
from a pawnshop at 786 Broadway, 
Brooklyn, on Nov. 1. According to the 
police, the members of the gang who 
participated in the thefts sold nine of 
the automatics for $15 t6 Frank Libascl, 
18 years old, of 140 Jefferson Street. The 
police say that Libasci sold the pistols 
to gangsters at $8 each. After being 
arrested, Libasci led the police to vari- 
ous Brooklyn dance halls, where three 
men with loaded pistols in their pockets 


were arrested. Libasci carried two 
pistols when arrested. The police are 





trying to locate other gangsters to whom 
he sold pistols. 

The four arrested for the theft of the 
pistols were Fred Ritter, 15 years old, 
of 133 Noll Street; Frank McMulsy, 21, 
121 Noll Street; Frederick Schraedden, 
22, same address, and John Beck, 17, of 
® Vanderbilt Avenue. The trio found 
with the pictols were Alfred Travato, 
25, of 185 Troutman Street; Josepn Tra- 
vato, 23, his brother, same address, and 
Joseph Vetravo, 17, of 418 Suydam 
Street. 

The police are trying to trace 4 con- 
nection between the activities of these 
gangsters and the death of Harry 
Gerbe, 23, of 1.416 Chester Avenue, 
Woodhaven, in St. Mary’s Hospital, Ja- 
maica, yerterday. Gerbe was shot 
twice at Woodhaven Boulevard and 
135th Street, Aqueduct, on the night of 
Oct. 27. Joseph Libasci, 18, cf 72 
Troutman Street, and Miss Gussie Hu- 
mann, 25, of 926 Hatch Street, are un- 
der arrest in this connection of the 
charge of felonious assault. The charge 
will probably be changed. to homicide 
today. Gerbe told the police before: he 
died that he was with Miss Humann 
when shot. His mother also said a girl 
had telephoned him to meet her shortly 
before the shooting. The police think 
Gerbe was lured to his death. After 
Gerbe was found, the police went to the 
girl’s home and arrested her and, Li- 
basci when thev returned together. Miss 
Humann said they had been to a dance. 

The murder of Rosario de Francisco, 
47 years old, a stonecutter of 430 East 
Eleventh Street, was reported to he po- 
lice yesterday by his brothers, Giuseppe 
and Giacomo.

DEDICATES GREEK SEMINARY 


Archbishop of Athens Tells of Need 
for Such Institution. 


Metelius Metaxakie, Archbishop of 
Athens, officiated yesterday afternoon 
at the dedicatory ¢xercises of the first 
seminary for the training of priests of 


the Greek Orthodox Church tn this coun- 
try. The ceremony took place in the 
auditorium of the Twenty-third Street 
Y. M. C. A., Twenty-third Street and 
Seventh Avenue. 

Until funds can be obtained for the 
construction of a building for the theo- 
logical school, which will be called the 
Greek Seminary of Saint Athanasius, 
classes, which begin today, will be con- 
ducted in o room lent for the purpos 
by the Central Branch of the Y. M. C. 
A. in Brooklyn. Greek business men 
of this country have ccntributed toward 
the building fund and former Premier 
Venizelos gave $1,000 toward the fund, 
but most of the money for the upkeep 
of the seminary fur the next few years 
will be contributed by the priesthood 
of the Greek Orthcdox Church in 
America. 

After the dedicatory services Arch- 
bishop Metaxakie told the audience that 
on account of a lack of such an institu- 
tion in this country the Greek Orthodox 
Church fn America has had to import 
its young priests frcm Greece. This 
has been unsatisfactory, he said, be- 
cause the educational requirements for 
the priesthood are not so high in Greece 
as they are in America. Nine students 
have been enrolled for the seminary.

THE HERO OF CUNEL. 

With demobilization of the American 
army that fought in France came de- 
motion, a term odious to Major Gen- 
erals who had commanded divisions, 
to Brigadiers who had led regiments 
into battle, and to Colonels who in 
pre-war days had been Captains in 
the regular establishment. With de- 
| cline in rank came reduction of pay. 
So it was after the Civil War, when

the war with Spain there were Cap- 
tains of infantry who had seen ser- 
vice in the war to save the Union, 
thirty-three years before. Promotion 
in the army. today is not entirely reg- 
ulated by the seniority rule. An un- 
usual case of demotion following the 
great war was that of Captain SAMUEL 
WoopFILL of the Sixteenth Infantry 
and Fifth Division, who became Ser- 
geant Wooprit.. He had been a 
‘‘non-com.” in the old army, one of 
those efficient, steady and dependable 
men who are sometimes worth more 
te a company than a Captain. 

Demotion is perhaps not accurate in 
WooprF!ILu’s case. He was probably 
mustered out, enlisted again, and was 
at once made a sergeant, being inval- 
uable as a regular-army man. The 
other day Representative Wooprurr 
of Michigan introduced a bill in the 
House to promote Woopritt to a 
captaincy for heroic conduct in the 
war. Appearing in the gallery, not of 
kis own volition, for he is as modest 
as brave, Sergeant WOODFILL was en- 
thusiastically cheered by the members. 
Everybody knew that in the estima- 
tion of General PERSHING he was the 
super-hero of the war as a fipst-class 
fighting man, and that he had been 
selected to represent the enlisted men 
of the army on the occasion of the 
honors paid to the unknown American 
soldier in London.

WORLD FAIRS AGAIN. 


One sign that the world, which like 
the moon has of late been off its usual 
track, is beginning to swing back into 
its old-time orbit {s to be found in 
the fact that plans for World Fairs, or 
Exhibitions, way. 
France, emerging from the great war 
with Alsace and Lorraine restored and 
with an army with which Marshal 
Focn was recently reported as saying 
he could march across Europe, is 
preparing, notwithstanding immense 
losses and still unsettled conditions 
after the terrific struggle, to resume 
her place in the world of industry and 
art by a World’s Fair in 1924. 

America, which felt the world con- 
flict the least and suffered the -least 
ir. losses, is also showing signs of re- 
covery, one of which, perhaps, is that 
Philadelphia, which conducted the first 
great American World’s Fair, the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition, with such success, 
has begun to take steps for perhaps 
an even greater enterprise, a sesqui- 
centennial fair in 1926, on the 150th 
anniversary of American indepen- 
dence. In order to make this-exhibi- 
tion worthy of the event it is to cele- 
brate, the city by the Delaware pro- 
poses to give the forthcoming exhibi- 
tion a broader standing by associating 
with itself six or seven of the greater 
cities of the United States, while of 
course-the exhibition itself is expected 
to be national and, as in the case of 
the fair of 1876, will be sup- 
ported by all the States of the 
Union. The fact that it was in 
Philadelphia that the Continental 
Congress adopted the Declaration 
of Independence, July 4, , 1776, 
gave that city a historical claim and 
honor readily yielded to it by all others 
when it came to celebrating the first 
century of national independence, and 
the same fact marks that city as the 
appropriate place for holding the ses- 
quicentennial observance.

Skirt,’’ at the Bijou; ‘‘ The Great Way,” , 


TWO VARIETIES OF LEAD 


Iron and Nickel Falling From the 
Sky the Same as Those 


on Earth. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 6.—The 
atomic weights of nearly forty of the 
ninety or more chemical elements out of 
which everything in the universe is 
{built have been definitely determined 
, by Harvard chemists in the course of 
‘investigations begun thirty-five years 
ago and extending up to the present 
time. 

Attention was called to this prolonged 
research today by the announcement 
that largely on account of his work in 
this field Professor Theodore W. Rich- 
ards, Nobel Prize winner in 1914 and 
Director of the Wolcott Gibbs Memorial 
| Laboratory at Harvard, had been ap- 
{pointed a member of the international 
{committee of scientists on elements, 
jwhile Professor Gregory P. Baxter, for- 
; merly a pupil of Professor Richards and 
now an independent investigator at 
Harvard, had been chosen for the inter- 
national committee on atomic weights. 
| The Harvard research {s said to have 
;thrown new light on the perpiexing 
jprob.em of the nature of the matter, 
} While data obtained are being used aaily 


by thousands of chemists throughout 
jtne world, 

| The atomic weights of the elements 
; are described as the relative weights in 
| Which these elements combine with each 
}other to form the countless substances 
of which the universe is constructed. 
fare weights have usually been found 
{

to be amazingly constant. 

Silver fiom ail ; arts of the world and 
from many different ores has always 
the same atomic weight. Copper from 
| Europe is identical in this respect with 
that mined under the bottom of Lake 
Su erior. 

' Professor Baxter’s work long since 
proved that iron and nickel which fall 

470.0 the aky in meteorites, coming from 
| the spaces far beyond the earth’s orbit, 
have exactly the same atomic weights 
as iron and nickel from the earth, a 
fact cited as indicating in one respect, 
at least, the unity of the universe. 

The most tmportant single result of 
}the Harvard studv of atomic weights 
|is said to be the discovery, first proved 
| definitely some years ago by Professor 
Richards and still holding good through 
recent careful tests, that there exists at 
least two kinds of lead instead of one. 
|It was found that lead from radium 
minerals, while it possesses properties 
exactly similar to those of ordinary 
j} lead, has a Smaller atomic weight, 20.1, 
as against 207.2. 

The lead from radium minerals is 
supposed to come from the decomposi- 
tion cf radium. Why its atomic weight 
is different from that of ordinary lead; 
whether ordinary lead may 
prove to be a mixture of 
| with a heavier variety, perhaps due to 
ithe disintegration of the element tho- 
jrium, and whether other elements, 
{hitherto supposed to be final and in- 
| divisible, may not also prove to be 
; mixtures and thus open up a whole 
series of new problems as to the compo- 
| sition of matter, are open questions. 

Professor W. D. Harkins of Chicago 
has evidence that ordinary chlorine is 
a mixture, and F. W. Aston of Cam- 
bridge, England, by an entirely differ- 
\ cad method, indicates that many other 
| elements are probably likewise com- 
posed of atoms of different weights. 

Harvard | chemists are working at 
{present to try to find out more about 
| these two kinds of lead, but they are 
; hampered by the fact that, once mixed, 
}the two kinds cannot by any ordinary 
chemical methods be separated, 
Beginning with the study of the 
{atomic weights of oxygen and unydro- 
gen, in which he assisted the late Pro- 
fessor Josiah Cooke of Harvard, Pro- 
ifessor Richards undertook a systematic 
investigation of atomic weights, being 
inspired by an intense philosophic desire 
to know more about the fundamental 
nature of matter. 

In 1887 he publisred his figures for 
copper, showing that the accepted 
atomic welght of copper was much too 
low. He followed with barium and 
strontium. Since then he and Professor 

Baxter have determined the atomic 
weights of calcium, magnesium, zinc, 
nickel, cobalt, fron, meteoric iron and 
nickel, uranium, caesium, sodium, potas- 
sium, chlorine, nitregen, silver, sulphur, 
carbon, lithium, lead, radioactive lead, 
aluminum, mercury, stlicon, boron, lan- 
thanum, arsenic, bromine, cadmium, 
chromium, iodine, manganese,  neo- 
dymium, praseodymium and phosphorus.

certo, 

The only part the chorus has in the 
cantata is the final chorale, with which 
Bach always ended these services.

There is no reason why the orchestral 
introduction, considering its origin, 
should show any uplifting religious sig- 
nificance; nor does it show more than 
the nobility and deep musical beauty 
that are stamped upon it by Bach's 
genius.

Gerhardt delivered them 
and the recitatives in «a beautifully 
artistic and expressive manner, with a 
clear diction and (except for one slight 
slip in ‘an entrance) without signs of 
distress in managing the difficult phras- 
ing. And the finai chorale, harmonized 
with the supreme loveliness of the was- 
ter magic, was sung by the chorus with 
,much beauty and homogeneity of tone— 
with a quality, indeed, that prompted 
the wisn to hear it in some of the can- 
tatas wherein Baci made more use of 
the chorus. 

Mme. Gerhardt also sang with much 
variety of expression and mood the set- 
tings by. Mahler. With all the per- 
Suasiveness and ingenuity, botu in the 
melodic time and the elaborate orches- 
tral effects with which he has sought 
to follow the simplicity and naiveté of 
the verses, there is a haunting feeling 
that his pursuit of the waif is at times 
somewhat labored, and suggestive 
rather of sophistication.

Late in the afternoon Marshal Foci 
paid his first visit in this-country te a 
hospital where wounced men he led in 
France are patients. This was the 
recently opened Hdward Hines Jr. Me- 
morial Hospital, erected at Maywood 
by Mr. end Mrs. Edward Hines in 
memory of their son, killed in action in 
France. The Marshal was accompanied 
by Colonel Hanford MacNider, Na- 
tional Commander of the American 
Legion, and a guard of honor of former 
members of the Seccnd Division, of 
which Colonel MacNider was Adjutant, 
wearing the fourragere bestowed on 
their unit by the French Government, 
met the Marshal the entrance to the 
hospital.

He 
dropped his cane once, during the Arch- 
bishop's pontifical blessing and picked it 
up and placed it under his seat blush- 
ing like a schoolboy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Corn at 32 
cents a bushel is equal in value to 
coal at $16 a ton, Secretary Wallace 
said today, commenting on reports 
that some farmers were burning corn 
for fuel. At 29 cents a bushel, he 
sald, corn would be equivalent to fuel 
coal at $10 a ton.

‘“‘In June, 1920, deposits in these in- 
stitutions totaled $5,186,345,000, the num- 
ber of depositors 9,445,327 and the aver- 
age deposit $549.14. The increase in 
number of depositors was 173,983 (1.54 
per cent.) and the gain in devosits was 
$388,336,000 (7.49 per cent.).

The war items were classified as foi- 
lows: War Department, $24,294,476,S72 : 
Navy Department, $7,653,866,815; pen- 
sions, $5,876,021,640; interest on public 
Gebts, $5,232,615,199; special disburse- 
ments 1917-1920, $9,559,509,399. 

The totals were taxen from the an- 
nual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury for the fiscal year ended June 
20, 1920, in which was given a table 
showing disbursements in each year 
since 1789. 

“This table,’’ the statement con- 
tinued, ‘‘ has always been totaled hort- 
zontally to show the annual cost of 
Government. It has ~never been totaied 
vertically to get a comparison between 
the items of expenditure. That table 
was handed to an adding machine opera- 
‘tor with instructions to get the vertical 
totals.’’

Regarded 
as the foremost three-weapon fencer in 
the country, Lyon has been_nominated 
to contest for America in foils, epée and 
sabre. Lyon's specialty is the sabre, but 
he is also admirably adept with the foil 
and epée. He held the sabre champion- 
ship on three occasions, in 1917, 4pi8 and 
1919, but it was as a member of the} 
American. Olympic team last year that 
he furnished his greatest exhibition of 
skill, The Fencers’ Club star competed 
with the’ three weapons and his work 
was a material factor'in the greatest 
American fencing success in the history 
of Olympic competitions.

It was in the eastern section cf the 


country that intercollegiate football was |° 


cradled and developed, but no longer can 


| the East regard its football as superior 


to that of other sections. The West and 
the South are clamoring for a place in 
the front ranks of the gridiron group, 
and they are saying it with touchdowns 
and field goals—the most convincing 
arguments that could be offered. 

The current season has provided no 
more™tintersectional clashes to date than 
has been customary in recent years, but 
it has shown far greater success for the 
invading forces. Whereas -it has been 
the exceptional in the past for an eleven 
from a distant section to score a victory 
over one of the leaders of the Eastern 
group, it has been the rule this year. 
There have been failures, it is true, the 
rout of Georgia Tech by Penn State 
being the most notable, but against this 
setback—have been numerous triumphs 
by teams from the West.or South. 

Centre's victory over Harvard, un- 
questionably the biggest surprise that 
has developed so far this season, is but 
one instance of the new era in football. 


It is true that Harvard is not repre- 
sented by one of its greatest teams, yet 
it had gone undefeated through six 
games before the Kentuckians, repre- 
senting a college with an enrollment of 
275 students,- arrived at the Stadium, 
A Harvard team had not tasted defeat 
on the gridiron over a stretch of five 
years until Centre scored its victory. 
The Crimson previously played two inter- 
sectional games and had wone both—by 
a comfortable score against Indiana, but 
by a slim margin of three points against 
Georgia University. Neither team had 
been expected to hold the Crimson to 
such low scores as 19—0 and 10—7. 

Princeton's defeat by Chicago was an- 
other case of a Western team traveling 
into the abode of a strong Eastern rep- 
resentative and handing the home ag- 
gregation,;a shock. There had been no 
disposition to underrate Chicago in this 
section, yet the belief was general that 
the Tigers would prevail. he players 
from the Middle West proved their case 
most convincingly. 

The success of Fred Dawson’s Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers over Glenn Warner’s 
Pittsburgh machine on Saturday last 
was another convincing argument that 
the East has no monopoly on Grade A 
football. That rout of the Army eleven 
by Notre Dame on the reservation up 
the Hudson tended still further to prove 
the contention. No season of the past 
has produced a series of setbacks for 
four such prominent members of the 
Eastern group by rivals from other sec- 
tions as have been registered this year 
against Harvard, Princeton, Pittsburgh

For the last several seasons women 
have been playing more prominent 
rdéles with each succeeding year and 
they now have finally succeeded in get- 


ting the recognition that their. perform- | 


ances have entitled them to. 
Trapshooting is the one sport where 
the woman contestant must take the 
same chances as man and the one sport 
in which she has proved that she can 
hold her own. 
in a general sense. 


sports,.such as golf and tennis, some 
women players have fiashed their way 
across the links or courts to such pur- 
pose that they have been conceded a 
place alongside. of some of the best in 
the ranks of the men, but in a ma- 
jority of cases woman cannot hope to 
hold her own with man in sports, except 
in trapshooting. ‘ 

Not so tong ago women trapshooters 
were rare indeed. There were a few 
scattered over the broad reaches of this 
country, but they were so few that their 
very existence was almost lost to sight. 
As in other sporting pursuits, however,

WILD MOVEMENT ON 
GERMAN MARKETS 


Even Professional Speculators 
Taking Alarm at the Ex- 
travagant Advance. 


[IMPORTS ABOVE EXPORTS 


Ministerial Hint That Germany Can- 
not Much Longer Continue Pay- 
ing Reparations In Cash.

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BERLIN, Nov. 6.—The past week's | 
financial and industrial history in Ger- | 
many was only an exaggerated repeti- | 


tion of the preceding month, with wild- 


ly rising prices fur stocks and commodi- | 
ties, accompanying the growing trade 


boom. That the victims of this outward 
prosperity are the State and the fixed- 
income classes’ was shown by Finance 
; Minister Hermes yesterday in a speech 
to the Reichstag, wherein he announced 


that the deficit for 1921 would be 110,-, 
000,000,000 marks, of which 53,000,000,- | 


000 would be on account of reparation 


liabilities, But even this estimate Was | 
optimistic, because based on the calcula- | 
tion that the mark had depreciated to: 


one-twentieth of its nominal value, 


whereas last week’s depreciation was } 


about one-sixtieth. 


Naturally, the Government’s budget | 


is disorganized by the resultant rise 
of prices. Owing to this uninterrupted 
rise, the ‘‘ index ’’ at the end of Octo- 
ber having reached 1146 as against a 
low point of 880 in the Spring, the Gov- 
ernment has been obliged to concede 
an average 30 per cent. advance in sala- 
ries, which imposes a new burden of 
more than seven billlions. For the same 
reason, Hermes was compelled to prom- 
ise to exempt the rentier class from 
property taxes. 


Inflation and Reparations. 


The \Finance Minister’s statement 
makes it clear that unless exchange re- 
covers or a foreign loan is concluded, 


future reparation payments in cash will 
be impossible. Meantime it is officially 
denied that President Havenstein of the 
Reichsbank has negotiated a loan with 
the London Rothschilds. The Govern- 
ment’s only present plan for reparations 
cash payments is the creation of a so- 
ealled credit association from owners 
of industrial property and real estate, 
who are compelled to pledge their prop- 
erty against the loan. 

The Prussian Trade Minister’s month- 
Iy report gives an amazing picture of 
the industrial boom, the minister. re- 


peatedly describing home and foreign | 


demand for goods as monstrous. The 
labor unions’ report as of Oct. 1 shows 
only thirteen per thousand unemployed 
among 6,000,000 members, which is far 
below the average of pre-war boom 
years. Commodities are rising again; 
wheat, corn, coffee and rice very 
violently. Chemicals recovered last 
week from the temporary setback of the 
i preceding week under a big foreign de- 
mand for pharmaceuticals. 

Cotton fully midland at Bremen on 
Friday made a new high record of 104 
marks per kilo, against 79 two weeks 
ago. Under a big demand at Hamburg, 
electrolytic’ copper last week touched 
6,720 marks per 100 kilos, as compared 
with a low point this year of 1,926.

The Commerz Privat Bank has lately 
increased its capital from 200,000,000 to 
350,000,000. 

Imports into Germany in August were 
9,418,000,000 marks against 6,683,000,000 
exports. In July imports were valued at 
7,580,000,000, against 6,212,000,000 ex- 
ports. It will be seen that the surplus 
of imports had increased enormously; 
that has been caused by the utterly dis- 
proportionate increase in prices of im- 
ported goods. 

The extent to which the foreign trade 
balance is accumulating against Ger- 
many may be seen from the fact that 
in May the excess of imports was 928,- 
000,000 marks; in June 977,000,000; in 
July 1,368,000,000, and in August 2,- 
735,000,000.

»ard one-half months since Congress au- 
thorized the War Finance Corporation 
to make advances for agricultural and 
; live stock purposes, according to figures 
made available tcnight by that agency. 

Reports of the corporation's activities 
@ince Aug. 24, when the agricultural 
end live stock authority became opera- 
‘tive, showed a total credit in excess of 
| $22,663,000 established with about eighty- 
two financial institutions located in 
nineteen States to make loans to farm- 
ers and stock raisers. 

The States in which corporation ad- 
vances for these purposes have been 
made are Montana, Minnesota, Missouri, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Georgia, 
Texas, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Arizona, Kansas, New York, Vir- 
ginia, Indiana, Idaho, Nevada, Iowa, 
Nebraska and Wyoming. Most of the 
advances, according to corporation offi- 
cialg, have been made in the last month 
and a half. 

The eighty-two advances made so far 
range from ea few thousand dollars up to 
one of $15,000,000 to a co-operative asso- 
elation in Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota, to assist in the market- 
ing of grain. Where advances are made 
to a co-operative association, officials 
explained, a credit is set up which it 
ean draw against as the need arises, but

COST OF DOING BUSINESS. 


Increase In It This Year Due to De- 
crease in Sales Volume. 


Due to a decrease in sales volume 
without a corresponding drop in ex- 
penses, executives of more than one re- 
tail store have found quite a marked 
increase in the cost of doing business 
this year, as compared with the average 
cost of several years past. This is par- 
ticularly true of the Summer months, 
and especially of July. The records of 
one of the best known stores in the 
country show that its cost of doing 
business in July of this year reached 


about 43 per cent. of its sales volume, 
or 11 per cent. more than the average 
cost in the corresponding same month 
during -the last five years. 

The figures further show an interest- 
while about 5 per 
higher than in the correspond- 
ing month during the last five years, 
this storé’s cost ‘of doing business 
dropped to 87 per cent. in August. In 
the five-year period the cost of opera- 
tion was the same for both July and 
August—32 per cent. The lowest aver- 
age cost of operation of the store in 
question during the five years was reg- 
istered in January, when the percentage 
dropped to 23. So far, in 1921, January 
aiso holds the palm for low operating 
cost, which then amounted to about 25 
per cent.

BY-PRODUCTS FROM RICE. 


Useful Things to Be Made of the 
Hulls Hitherto Wasted. 


An Italian factory will soon be using 
a German invention for the recovery of 
useful products from the hulls of rice 
which have been burned or destroyed as 
waste material in the past. One-third of 
the rice crops consists of these hulls 
and waste. Tests of the processes have 
been made in Berlin, but the first com- 
mercial use of the invention will be made 
at Cremona. 

A simple chemical reaction is used for 
deriving products from rice hulls. Ac- 
cording to the inventor, the application 
of high temperature after washing and 
boiling the raw material produces cel- 


lulose for the manufacture of paper, 
linoleum, coke filter material, such as 
is used in sugar manufacturing, paraffin, 

carbonic acid gas, carbon 
monoxide, hydrogen and acetic acid. The 
recovery of these materials calls for a 
relatively cheap installation. 

By one of the processes involving 
steam application, it is said that 1,000 
kilos of waste ricé hulls can be made 
to produce 750 kilos of celluose. By a

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NEW MOVE AGAINST 
~ CROOKED DEBTORS 


Furnishing Goods Men Agree 
Not to Sell, Even for Cash, 
to These Swindlers. 


Wot all the problems of the manufac- 
turers of men’s furnishings will be 
solved when members of the association 
am that trade agree not to sell the un- 
@erupulous merchant who has engineered 
@ “successful failure.’’ A resolution of 
this sort was passed during the week 
by the Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Men’s Furnishings As- 
sociation. The sales embargo applies to 
beth cash and credit ,}sirchases, and 
therefore strikes at the raudulent re- 
tailer who in the past has been able to 
buy for cash what he was refused on 
credit. But the manufacturers realize 
that to make the plan completely effec- 
tive they must exercise a very strict 
supervision of their customers so that 
their goods may not fall into the hands 
of dealers who cannot buy in the open 
but who arrange to buy from other re- 
tail customers. This is the important 
problem that the manufacturers foresee 
fin carrying out the action they have 
taken. 

The business of men’s furnishings is 


peculiar in that, more than in other | 


lines, standard merchandise is the main- 
stay of the retailer's trade. It is pointed 
out that the popularity of branded goods 
brings disadvantages as well as bene- 
fits, depending upon how these articles 
are used. The honest retaller takes 
every opportunity to gain the most he 
can from the advertising of well-known 
furnishings, and tries to keep all mer- 
chandise standards in his store up to 
the level set by the manufacturers of 
known qualities. On the other hand, 
the unscrupulcus dealer tries to ‘‘ cash 
in ’’ on these same quality standards by 
offering cther merchandise that is not 
food grade but which commands large 
profits. The *' fly-by-night ’’ stores come 
within this classification, They cut 
prices on known brands in order to 
draw customers for their highly profit- 
able lines of inferior value. The ques- 
tion which comes into the mind of the 
legitimate merchant was described in 
the following manner by the representa- 
tive of a store that has suffered through 
the depredations of some ‘‘ shoe-string ’’ 
operators. 

“We have come to a point,” he said, 
“where we are prepared to ask the 
manufacturers of branded lines why 
they allow such competition to be of- 
fered against the reputable house. It is 
within the power of the manufacturer 
to refuse goods to dealers who are in 
business on a ‘ shoe string’ and for the 
express purpose of mulcting the public. 

**In our own case, for instance, there 
has been a store opensd a short distance 
away that is able to get every branded 
line that we possess. The owners not only 
get this merchandise, put they are al- 
lewed the same choice ag we are. This 
competition has been particularly hurt- 
ful on one article, and we will probably 
Gigcontinue the line. The other people 
are using it only as camouflage to cover 
doubtful values in goods of the same 
sort. The point I wisn to impress én 
the manufacturers is that the estab- 


chandise marauders who now enjoy all 
the best 


A wholesale representative who took 
up this question described the hitter 
struggle which his house has made to 
hola customers to the terms of their 
contracts, and the equal effort put.forth 
to protect legitimate trade against the 
practices of fraudulent competitors. 

‘“‘For seventeen years,’”’ he said, ‘‘ we 
have been insisting that customers live 

to the terms of their contracts. When 
extra discounts and exira dating were 
taken, or the customer tried some way 
or other to avoid our price and make 
his, we stood pat and refused to accept 
any but our own conditions. The result 
has been that we got a hard name in 
the trade and, no doubt, we lost busi- 
mess: but the customers we have are 
convinced that we inean what we say, 
and our relations —_ therefore on a 

satisfacto basis. 

vet the saans tiene that we compelled 
customers to abide by our terms, we 
have always looked after their inter- 
ests, especially in preventing unfair 
competition from that class of trade 
which uses branded goods merely as a 
decoy. Sometimes it has not been easy 
to track down these cases, because we 
have never sold to dealers whose meth- 
ods were the least bit suspicious. When 
we get wind of a case of the sort we 
gend out a salesman to investigate. He 
‘usually finds out that the fake mer- 
chant has a friend in the same business 
who keeps him supplied with the neces- 
branded lines. We then stop this 
outlet or else shut down on the customer 
lty of passing along our product. If

ent any chance of the desired lines 
falling into the hands of those to whom 
they are to be sold, but he is confident 
of effecting a great improvement in 
present conditions. 

“We will have this resolution pub- 
lished in all trade mediums reaching 
customers,” he said, ‘‘ and all our rep- 
resentatives will be instructed to be on 
the lookout for any cases of fraud. This 
will be a great deterrent to the dealer 
who contemplates an easy settlement of 
his debts with the idea of continuing in 
business. Not only will we be informed 
of every suspicious failure that comes 
to the notice of our members and to that 
of the attorneys who look after our in- 
terests in other cities, but we will call 
upon honest merchants everywhere to 
gubmit any evidence of the sort that they 
may find. 

“Tt hag been our experience that the 
‘successful failure’ must sooner or later 
boast of his exploit. It is almost pos- 
sible to form an idea of whether a 
debtor's claims are honest or the con- 
trary by his very manner. The fraud is 
usually a cocky individual, confident of 
hig ability to put through his settlement. 

“A committee is to be appointed to 
pass upon all information that we re- 
cefve in regard to dishonest, failures. 
Once their report is made, it goes out 
to all members for their guidance in re- 

g to make sales to the individuals 
concerned. The stipulation that even 
cash sales are not to be allowed is a 
very important one. Cash has been too 
frequently the reason why a manufac- 
turer has permitted the fraudulent

‘**In the old days, the merchant got 
the confidence of the buying public with 
good values and proper methods. His 
reputation took years to build. Now 
the time has come when the small store 
can win confidence immediately by 
means of the good will established for 
advertised products that have stead- 
fastly maintained quality standards and 
correct prices. If the dealer gets this 
advantage from the manufacturer, the 
manufacturer should insist upon the 
dealer using proper methods. That is 
the principle back of our action against 
the fraudulent debtor and one we maan 
to enforce.”’ 


SPRING HOSIERY PRICES. 


Those of the Durham Mills to Go 
Into Effect Next Monday. 


Prices on Spring lines of Durham 
hosiery, to become effective on Monday 
next and to cover December-March de- 
liveries, will be announced to the job- 
bing trade today by the Durham Hosi- 
ery Mills, Inc. In many cases they will 
show no changes from the quotations 
contained in the list issued on July 1 
last, and in only a few instances ara the 
advances of any real consequence. The 
cotton hosiery in the new list makes a 
relatively stronger price showing than 
the silk goods, the only declines it con- 
tains being shown on two brands of 
men’s silk hose. 

Only three of the nine Hsted brands of 
men’s cotton hosiery, one of them new, 
show change from the July prices. The 
advances range from 244 cents a dozen 


| on “ Shoo Fly ”’ to 30 cents a dozen on 
‘* Bull Durham.”’ Four of the brands of 
women’s hosiery are being offered for 
the first time, but of the sixteen brands 
shown in the July list only ten are ad- 
vanced in the current one. In this case 
the increases run from 5 to 50 cents 
a dozen. The 50-cent rise took place in 
‘“*Lady Ware,’’ which is reperted sold 
up and which is held ‘‘ at value ’’ for de- 
livery after January. Only two brands 
of the children’s hose are changed, each 
of which went up 10 cents. . They are 
“Polly Prim" and ‘‘ Pathfinder No. 1.’’ 

The heather mixtures in the list have 
been withdrawn for the Spring season. 
No advances were made in men’s ailk 
hose, but ‘‘ Berkeleys’’ and ‘‘ Prome- 
nades’’ are 25 and SO cents a dozen, 
respectively, lower than in the July list 
The only revision in the women’s silk 
hosiery is an advance of 50 cents a doz- 
en in ‘‘ Arbutus" fibre silks. Under the 
designation of ‘' Christmas packing,”’ 
there is an advance of 75 cents a dozen 
indicated on ‘‘ Mistletoe’’ .- women’s 
stockings, which are marked “ sold up.”’ 

All of the prices given in the new list 
are those which the jobber will pass on 
to the retailer. The usual trade discounts 
will apply for the benefit of the former. 
Styles priced for as much as $1.25 a 
dozen will carry a trade discount of 15 
per cent. The discount on goods priced 
between $1.25 and $2 amounts to 17% 
per cent. Goods valued at $2 and above 
carry a discount of 20 per cent. Full 
freight is allowed to all points in th: 
United States, and a cash discount of 
3% per cent. is given for payment in 
fifteen days. 


GOLD MINERS MAY STRIKE. 


South African Whites Object to In- 
crease of Native Labor. 


JOHANNESBURG, Union of South 
Africa, Nov. 5.—Threat of a general 
strike in the Rand gold fields, one of the 
richest mining districts of the Trans- 
vaal, if the Government puts into force 
its proposals providing for a slight in- 
crease in the percentage of native labor 
empioyed was made today during the 
negotiations between representatives of 


the Government and the white miners. 
The miners’ Secretary, Mr. Hendricks, 
told Premier Jan C. Smuts that the 
white miners would leave the workings 
within forty-eight hours after the ga- 
zetting of the proposals. — 

Premier Smuts, after pointing out that 
the present prosperity of the industry 
was due entirely to the existing pre- 
mium on gold, declared that the mines 
should be more thoroughly exploited, 
and that be was convinced the plan 
would, in the end, bring about an in- 
crease in the employment of white labor. 

It is understood that another con- 
ference on the question will be held next 
week. -

Why Price of Common Brick 
Stays Up—Hackensack 
Producers Sold Up. 


Rent reductions, representing the first 
fruits of the tax-exemption ordinance 
on habitation building construction, is 
bringing with it a new problem: that of 
maintaining the recent rate of dwelling 
space production, which alone can make 
housing relief permanent. 

A vast quantity af dwelling space is 
being thrown on the market out of sea- 
son. In the Bronx, for example, apart- 
ments built to rent for $25 to $27 a 
room are being offered at $20. This 
represents, roughly speaking, a return 
of from 10 to 15 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. Even at 10 per cent. the owners 
say they can find investment incentive 
on habitation building speculation, but 
when the courts set up a limit of 8 per 
cent. the speculator quails, in the face 
of the ascending price of materials and 
the slight prospect of a marked reduc- 
tion in labor wage scales, mainly be- 
cause he has no assurance but that some 
other Judge in a still higher court will 
rule that 6 per cent. is the proper re- 
turn upon a home-building projeot for 
the investor.

The case of common brick is fairly 


typical of the market.” Banks in manu- | 


facturing centres are disturbed by con- 
stant utterances to the effect that a 
condition exists in the Hudson River 
brick industry of conspiracy, combina- 
tion and illegal control of distributing 
markets in violation of the law. These 
allegations have never been judicially 
affirmed, yet the banks, acting conser- 
vatively, and being guided by natural 
business prudence, have, by their atti- 
tudes discouraged loans to operators of 
leased yards. 

In the Hudson River district there 
were, ten years ago, 119 brick manufac- 
turing plants, producing annually 1,200,- 
000,000 common brick. About half of 
these plants were operated on leases. To- 
day there are only fifty-five yards oper- 
ating in the Hudson district, of which a 
majority are yards operated by owners. 
The greater quantity of leased yards in 
the Hudson district supplying this mar- 
ket with brick are now, and have been, 
idle since 1915, and the depreciation of 
the machinery and of the buildings that 
house them make it literally true that 
the shores of both sides of the Hudson 
River from Yonkers +o Kingston are 
lined with plants that could not be op- 
erated again in the manufacture of 
brick without being practically equipped 
with new machinery, and the structures 
themselves being almost entirely rebuilt. 
The Hackensack district is sold out until 
March. . 

There is no way for this industry to 
be rehabilitated until the banks will 
once more make loans. as formerly, to 
enterprising brick makers, and this 
change of lending policy cannot be ex- 
pected until either the charges of brick- 
making conspiracy in the Hudson River 
district are judicially sustained or 
thrown out of court. 

Such a condition affects the law of 
supply and demand. On Saturday there 


were only two barges of brick available 
for the building industry of a city of 
6,000,000 people, with construction ac- 
tivity greater than at any time ‘since
